XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by Courtesy of the Deputy Director, Meteorological Services.) 


No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia during January, 
February and March, 1953. 


January. 


Pressure.—Early in the month a low pressure centre north of Broome intensified to a weak 
tropical cyclone which moved South-Westward and then inland, dissipating on the 5th. A mon- 
soonal low pressure area covered the Northern tropics during most of the month. 


South of the tropics the usual pressure distribution was a trough extending Southwards along 
the West Coast, with anti-cyclones centred off the coast and in the Bight. On several occasions 
a low pressure centre developed in the trough moving away to the South-East, as the trough moved 
Eastward, but none of these centres were very well developed. 


Winds.—The prevailing winds were Easterly over most of the State, backing at times to 
Northerly in front of a moving trough, and to South-Westerly behind it in the southern part of 
the State. 


In the Southern tropics the Easterly circulation prevailed most of the time, but near the coast 
winds were mainly Westerly. 

Scattered thunderstorms occurred in the tropical air brought Southward by the low pressure 
troughs, and in some instances they were accompanied by high winds which caused considerable 
damage. At Leonora buildings were unroofed and poles blown down on the 3rd, the total damage 
to the town being estimated as £3,000. 


Temperature.—The highest temperature registered in the State for some years was recorded 
on the 23rd at Carnarvon, when the mercury reached 118 degrees, a record for the town. Other- 
wise temperatures were not outstanding though there was a general rise towards the end of the 
month, and thirty-one country centres reported temperatures exceeding 100 degrees on the last 
day of the month. 


Rainfall.—The weak cyclone off the North-West Coast early in the month caused moderately 
good rains in the Kimberley Divisions, and there were further moderate to good thunderstorm 
falls in these divisions later on in the month. Totals were, however, still below the January 
normal in many cases. 


Further South the position was not so good, and in the remainder of the tropics there were 
only two stations at which the total for the month reached one inch. 


South of the tropics, rainfall was negligible, though there were scattered very light showers 
in the South-West Coastal Divisions. Isolated thunderstorms brought falls approaching an inch 
to Leonora and Sandstone in the South-East Division, but at about half the stations in the South- 
ern half of the State no rain was recorded. 


Metropolitan.—In Perth there was only one wet day during the month and only three points 
of rain were received. Temperatures exceeded 100 degrees on two occasions, the highest for the 
month being 103-9 (18-3 degrees above normal) on the 20th, and the lowest 51-1 (12-0 degrees 
below normal) on the 4th. 

On the morning of the 8th there were Easterly gales, which caused slight damage in market 
gardens. The wind at Perth reached 40 miles per hour on this occasion and was the highest 
recorded during the month. 


February. 

Pressure.—At the beginning of the month a low pressure centre was situated South of Esper- 
ance, and during the next few days it moved away South-Eastward while an anticyclone from 
the Indian Ocean extended along the South Coast. 


During the rest of the month the typical situation South of the tropics was an inland trough 
near the West Coast, between anti-cyclones over the Indian Ocean and in the Bight. 


A low pressure area covered the tropical coast during most of the month, but the inland tropics 
were under the influence of the anti-cyclone in the Bight most of the time. 


Winds.—In the South-West Division, South-Westerly winds prevailed for the first week, and 
there were Southerlies along the West Coast during most of the month. West to North-West winds 
prevailed along the North-West Coast though they were replaced by South-Easterlies on odd occa- 
sions when the anti-cyclone over the Bight extended further Northward. 


In the remainder of the State winds varied from South-East to North-East with the East- 
ward movement of the Southern anti-cyclonic systems. 
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Temperature—Temperatures were mainly below normal in the first week and above normal 
for the remainder of the month, though there was a general fall again in the South-West and 
South-East Divisions in the last week or so. 


Temperatures exceeded 100 degrees somewhere in the State on each day of the month, and at 
Marble Bar on all days except one. The highest was 118 degrees at Carnarvon on the 23rd, a 
record for the town and the highest in the State for some years. The lowest was 38 at Bridgetown 
on the 27th. 


Rainfall_—There were good falls in the North and East Kimberleys during the first week and 
light to moderate falls in the West Kimberleys on the 6th, but during the rest of the month no 
rain was recorded in the tropics except at Drysdale River in the far North. In the East Kimberley 
the average for the month was a little above normal, but in the rest of the Kimberleys it was below, 
the deficiencies increasing in a South-Westerly direction. In the rest of the tropics no rain was 
recorded. 


In the Northern sub-tropics rainfall was negligible, none being received at most places. 
Further South there were moderate to heavy rains in the first four days of the month, and a number 
of stations in the South-West and South-East Divisions exceeded their average for the month. 
On the other hand there were also many below normal and a few received nothing at all. 


’ The highest total in the tropics was 487 points at Derby and the highest in the Southern 
Districts, 386 at Walpole. Heavier falls were recorded at some non-telegraphic reporting stations 
in the South-West. 


Metropolitan.—In Perth, February, normally the hottest month, opened with rain and gales. 
Several ships were delayed in berthing, while various smaller craft were damaged or sunk in the 
river. Minor structural damage occurred to various buildings and on the 2nd aircraft were de- 
layed by poor visibility and showers. Aircraft were delayed again on the 28rd, this time by fog. 


The maximum temperature in Perth on the 2nd was 69-1 degrees (16-1 below normal) and 
the lowest in February for 24 years. There were no outstanding hot days, the highest being 
94-8 degrees (10-4 above normal) on the 17th. The lowest temperature recorded was 53-0 
degrees (10-5 below normal) on the Ist. There were four wet days, during which a total of 190 
points was recorded. 


The highest wind for the month was 54 miles per hour from the West-South-West on the 2nd. 


March. 


Pressure.—Until the 19th the isobaric distribution over Western Australia followed the usual 
summer pattern of anti-cyclones off the West Coast and in the Bight with a low pressure trough 
between them near the West Coast. 


On the 19th a low pressure area North-West of Broome was causing widespread cloud and 
some rain in the tropics, and by the 20th it was evident that it was developing to a tropical cyclone. 
During the next few days it intensified and moved South-Westward, passing inland over Exmouth 
Gulf on the 22nd. It continued in a Southerly direction, and next morning was centred just East 
of Carnarvon. On the 24th it was still moving Southward but weakening, and passed over Ger- 
aldton during the day. At about 11-45 a.m. the next day it passed over Perth, and by Friday 
the 26th was in the Bight moving away in a South-Easterly direction. 


During the remainder of the month the normal succession of anti-cyclones and troughs 
was re-established, but it was noticeable that the anti-cyclones were moving Northward towards 
their winter track. 


Winds.—During the greater part of the month Easterlies prevailed except along the North- 
West Coast where there were light Westerlies and in the lower South-West where they were mainly 
South-West to West. 


As the cyclone moved inland a wind speed of 114 miles per hour was recorded at Onslow and 
most buildings in the town were damaged, some being completely wrecked. The jetty was wrecked, 
a span of about forty yards being washed away in the middle of it, and it is estimated that repairs 
will take a year to complete. On the other side of the Gulf oil survey camps and a fish cannery 
were wrecked. Twelve people spent the night in a freezing chamber 8 feet square, from-which the 
door was finally blown away. 


Further South at Carnarvon, although winds had decreased to some extent, they were 
still estimated at 75 miles per hour and the banana plantations were severely damaged, some 
losing up to 70 per cent. of their plants. 


As the disturbance continued Southward, it weakened further, and although gales were 
experienced at Geraldton, it passed over without any serious damage. When it passed over Perth, 
a typical cyclonic wind shift from East-South-East to West-North-West was experienced, but the 
wind speed had decreased to 10 miles per hour. The disturbance did not regenerate to any marked 
extent when it entered the Southern ocean between Leeuwin and Albany. 
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Temperature.—Temperatures were on the whole above normal. In the tropics the cloud and 
rain produced by the cyclone caused cooler weather in the third week of the month, and for five 
consecutive days the maximum temperature at Marble Bar failed to reach 100 degrees. Previous 
to this, the lowest maximum recorded during the month was 106 degrees on the 17th, which was 
the 38th consecutive day on which the temperature reached or exceeded 100 degrees. 


The highest in the month was 114 degrees at Marble Bar on the 7th, and the lowest 38 degrees 
at Bridgetown on the 21st and 22nd. 


Rainfall.—The cyclone produced widespread rain throughout almost the entire State, the only 
districts where good falls were not received being the Kimberleys and Fortescue Division. 


In the De Grey rains were variable being only light in the eastern parts, but in the west falls 
of up to 13 inches were recorded. The highest total from a daily telegraphic reporting station was 
1,027 points at Onslow, 1,013 points of it falling in about 12 hours as the cyclone passed inland. 


Further south falls were lighter, but in parts of the South-West Division there were totals 
over six inches, and at Wurarga, which is not an official reporting station, a fall of 10 inches was 
said to have been recorded. Falls were lightest in the South Coastal and Central Coastal Sub- 
divisions, where most places received only scattered light falls, and odd places none at all. 


Onslow airstrip was almost completely under water when the cyclone passed and many other 
airstrips are unserviceable, Eastward as far as Roy Hill and Southward as far as Yalgoo. 


Roads were impassable in many places between Onslow and Norseman and there were many 
washaways in the railways. The Eastbound and Westbound trains were stranded at Doodlakine 
and Southern Cross until the line was restored to normal working order again on the 27th. At 
the end of the month roads and railway lines were still under water in several places in the State, 
and flood waters were advancing towards Three Springs on a two mile front. 


Metropolitan.—In Perth weather was mainly fine with temperatures about normal. The 
highest was 96-0 degrees (14-2 above normal) on the 11th, and the lowest, 53-9 degrees (7:5 below 
normal) on the 30th. As the cyclone approached Perth skies were overcast, and on the 24th there 
was no sunshine at all during the day, for the first time for six months. 


The cyclone produced only one point of rain at the Weather Bureau, the total for the month 
being 19 points on two wet days. The highest wind recorded was a gust of 45 miles per hour from 
the North-East on the 11th,
